HOW THE RESOLUTION WAS DEFEATED 


Speaker Ruled It Out of Order and On 
\ Appeal He Was Sus- 
tained.

Washington, March 30.—A wild and Up- 
roarious scene occurred in the house of 
representatives today when Mr. Bailey, the 
democratic leader, attempted to force the 
hand of the republicans upon a proposition 
@o overrule the speaker and pass a resolu- 
tion recognizing the independence of the 
Cuban republic. 

He was cheered on by the crowd in the 
galleries, but the members of the majority 
refused to support him. They were ral- 
lied by two of the leading advocates of 
armed intervention, and the speaker him- 
gelf from the chair made an indirect 
appeal to his party associates to stand 
firm, at the same time ingimating that if 
their impatience was curbed a little lon- 
ger they would have the opportunity they 
coveted. The scene throughout was most 
dramatic and the members and the specta- 
tors in the galleries were wrought up to 
a high pitch of excitement. 

Mr. Bailey offered the following resolu- 
tion as a privileged question: 

Resolved, by the senate and house of 
representatives, That the heroic strug- 
gle of the Cuban people against the 
force of arms and the horrors of fam- 
ine has shown them worthy to be free, 
ae The United States hereby 
recognizes the republic of Cuba as a 
free and independent state. 

The reading was lost amid silence pro- 
foundly impressive, and at its conclusion 
cheer after cheer was given by the gallery 
and those on the floor. The republican 
side was ominously silent. The speaker 
rapped vigorously for order and warned 
the galleries that no demonstration would 
be allowed. 

Mr. Boutelle immediately made the point 
of order that the resolution was not privi- 
leged and upon that Mr. Bailey demanded 
to be heard. He demanded that the sub- 
ject with which the resolution dealt was 
too serious and the occasion too important 
to be hastily disposed of. He insisted he 
had a right to present the resolution under 
the rules and rulings, and the responsibil- 
ity must rest with the majority if it was 
ruled out of order and the ruling sustained. 
He called attention to the fact that in 
the fifty-third congress, when Mr. Crisp 
Was speaker, Mr. Boutelle, who now made ) 
the point of order that this resolution was 
not privileged, presented a resolution of a 
similar character relating to Hawaii, which 
the speaker held was privileged, but must 
go to a committee. Against that latter 
ruling an appeal was taken and the whole 
republican side had voted against the Dill 
on the appeal. When he said that at the 
head of the list of distinguished republi- 
cans who voted on that occasion was the 
honorable speaker of this house, the demo- 
crats went into raptuous applause. 

There Was Great Confusion. 


Meantime the confusion was great. The 
fepublican leaders. were evidently rallying 
their forces. Mr. Hull, chairman of the 
committee on military affairs, who was 
prominent in the movement for prompt 
and vigorous action on the republican side, 
came forward with a strong appeal to 
republicans not to be carried off their feet. 

At the outset he acknowledged that his 
6ympathies were with ‘the resolution (which 
it transpired afterwards he believed at the 
time contained a declaration of war) but 
he argued that it did not possess a higher 
privilege than an appropriation bill. 

“We can have war,” he said, ‘““whenever 
We want it.”” A resolution declaring war 
was privileged, he admitted. 

“But this is not a resolution declaring 
war,’ interposed Mr. Bland. '’It is a resolu- 
tion recognizing thé independence of Cuba, 
which does not necessarily involve war.”’ 

“If the resolution falls short of that point 
it is not operative and to my mind it does 
not present any question of privilege at 
all,” replied Mr. Hull, “‘As I have always 
said, I am in favor of this government in- 
tervening at the very earliest date unless 
conditions change materially so they will 
insure the liberty of the Cubans and a ces- 


sation of the deplorable conditions that 
prevail in that island at the present time. 
(Applause on the republican side.) 

“lt am in favor of that principle, and I 
State now and here, that I will go as far 
as any man on this floor for the purpose 
of preserving the rights of the struggling 
patriots in their heroic efforts on that 
island. (Applause on *the republican side.) 
And I am in favor of the United States 
controlling the destinies of this continent 
and saying to Spain that she must get out 
of the western hemisphere.”

Mr, Hopkins, republican, of Illinois, an- 
other of the republicans who openly favors 
armed intervention, called attention to the 
distinction between the resolution and the 
precedent cited by Mr. Bailey and the pres- 
ent resolution. In the former resolution 
it Was contended that the dignity of ‘the 
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house had been infringed on by the execu- 
tive. There was no such contention here. 
Continuing, he appealed to his colleagues to 
tally to the support of the speaker. The 
republican members knew, he said, that 
within a brief time action would be had, 
so that there would be no necessity for re- 
sorting to revolutionary methods. 


Speaker Reed’s Ruling. 


Amid profound silence the speaker then 
made his ruling. He spoke in deliberate, 
distinct and emphatic tones and declared 
that the resolution was not privileged in 
the following language: 

“A question ef privilege which concerns 
the house is one which concerns the exer- 
c se of its functions in accordance with the 
principles which govern parliamentary 
bodies. Every parliamentary body has to 
have rules for ila government, otherwise it 
would have no government at all, and upon 
adherence to these rules depends its suc- 
cess as a parliamentary body. The rights 
of the house under the constitution are in no 
way to be confounded with the privileges of 
the house, and of every member in it, in 
the sense in which this matter is presented 
here today. 

“Congress has certain powers conferred 
upon it, and in the exercise of those pow- 
ers each house is governed by its rules. 
It is authorized expressly by the constitu- 
tion to make rules; and without the au- 
thorization of the constitution it would be 
at liberty to make rules. These rules are 
for the protection of the rights of the 
house. Now, it will be noticed in the con- 
stitution, if any gentleman will turn to it, 
that there are certain powers conferred 
upon congress—the power to declare war, 
the power to legislate for the general wel- 
fare and a series of other enumerated 
powers. No man up to this date has for 
an instant pretended or suggested that be- 
cause the congress has the right to pass 
laws upon certain topics that proposals 
for these laws become questions of privil- 
ege; never before except once, and the 
chair will present the decision to the house. 
The same language is used with reference 
to our relations with foreign nations that 
is used with reference to the creation of 
courts of law and ali other power which is 
concerned, It is a legislative power, and 
is exercised under the constitution by rules 
adopted by each body. This is the first 
preliminary idea that we ought to have in 
regard to this matter. But this proposi- 
tion in regard to war, or about the 
recognition of any one of those subjects 
which may or may not be within our pug 
view, do not become questions of privilege 
at all because we have a right to pass 
upon them, because it would make every- 
thing a question of privilege and end by 
making nothing a question of privilege. 

“‘Now let us see what this is founded on. 
It is a matter’>we should not have given 
any attention to except in times of interest, 
rot to say excitement. Tne gentleman 
from Maine (Mr. Boutelle) some time ago 
presenftd to Speaker Crisp a_ proposition 
which had in it certain elements charging 
that the executive was jnterfering with 
some of the rights and privileges of the 
executive body. The speaker ruled that it 
Was a question of privilege, and you will 
perceive that it is entirely different from 
the present proposition, has no aspect like 
it all, not the faintest resemblance tb it: but 
the speaker ruled that that was a privi- 
leged question. He also ruled that, being 
a privileged question, it should go to a 
committee. Well, now, against that doc- 
trine: the chair has always been opposcd, 
and the questions, as members will see by 
turning to the record, as put to the house 
Was on that part of the speaker's decision 
as to whether it should go to a committee 
Or not. and if it appears, as the gentleman 
from Texas says, I voted on that subject.

“As far as any question arising out of 
this matter is concerned,” said the speaker, 
“the chair has not the slightest doubt that 
the wisdom of the heuse, which has always 
been able to arrive at important questions 
in a suitable way, will get at them now and 
at a speedy time for the occasion.”’ (Ap- 
plause on the republican side). 

Mr. Baileyv—‘'In reply to that question, 
which was not a part of the decision. I un- 
derstand that it was made to hold our 
friends on the other side, and I venture to 
say—’"’ 

At this point Mr. Boutelle moved that the 
appeal be laid upon thé table. 

A Strict Party Vote. 

The decision was eagerly awaited. The 
republicans arose en masse when the 
speaker called for the ayes. The demo- 
crats who anxiously surveyed the solid 
phalanx for a sign of a break, were disap- 
pointed. A solid minority voted against 
the republicans. The division resulted 180 
ayes to 1389 noes. 

As soon as the result was announced the 
aves and noes were demanded, and the 
roll was called, resulting—ayes 180, noes 199. 

On the roll call two republicans -Acheson 
and Robbins. of Pennsylvania—voted with 
the democrats. 

The republicans enthusiastically approved 
their victory with a round of applause. 

A parliamentary wrangle followed over 
an attempt of Mr. Batley to appeal from 
what he contended was a ruling of the 
ehair. 

The house then went into committee 
the whole and resumed consideration of 
the naval appropriation bill. 

Mr. Cannon, republican, of Illinois, chair- 
man of the appropriations committee, made 
a point of order against the paragraph ‘u- 
thorizing the construction of a floating 
steel dry dock at Algiers, La. The chair 
overruled the point of order. 

From time to time during the afternoon 
the Cuban question was brought forward 
and aroused intense feeling. !

Rupture of the Party, They Say, Is 
Bad, but It Will Come 


F THERE IS DELAY MUCH LONGER IN CASE 


Independence of Cuba Is Paramount 
to the Party Lash of Reed, ana 
McKinley Has Ultimatum. 


Washington, March 30.—The republicans 
of the house in favor of prompt and ener- 
getic action in the Cuban matter and _— 
met last night in conference held another 
meeting after the house adjourned tonight. 
At last night’s meeting forty-six members 
were present. Tonight they. were re-en- 
forced by sixty-nine, making a total of lo. 
This constitutes considerably more than 4 
majority of the republican membership 
of the house and the members present to- 
night say that they by, no means repre- 
sent the full strength of those who will be 
satisfied with nothing short of the complete 
independence of Cuba. 

Many of the radicals favor armed inter- 
vention and a few believe the blowing up 
of the Maine is a casus belli. The speech- 
es at tonight’s meeting, while vigorous and 
yielding nothing, were nevertheless in favor 
of giving the president an opportunity to 
mature his plans and of completing the 
negotiations in which he is now engaged. 

Many of the leaders in the movement 
saw the president today, and all he asked 
was a brief delay. Action by congress be- 
fore the pending negotiations are complet- 
ed, he told them, would embarrass him 
and might result in a complete rupture. 

Only as a Last Resort. 

The leaders explained this situation to the 
conference. They counseled acquiescence in 
the president's desires. A rupture with the 
administration was greatly to be deplored 
and should, they argued, only occur as a 
last resort. They informed the conference 
that the president had said the negotiations 
now in progress would either fail or be suc- 
cessful by the end of the week. He said 
he believed they would be successful. He 
did not indicate their nature, they said, and 
pointed out that it would be manifestly 
ruinous for the details to be made public at 
this time. They said further that the 
president informed them that he would, in 
the event of the failure of the negotiations, 
place the whole subject before congress and 
Share with it the responsibility for what 
might follow. 

Mr. Adams, of Pennsylvania, the ranking 
member of the foreign affairs committee 
of the house, in the absence of Mr. Hitt, 
who is ill, explained that the sentiment 
of the committee was strongly against any 
further delay, although he himself was a 
conservative. But he said the committee 
was willing to defer to the wishes of the 
president and no action would be taken 
at the meeting tomorrow. On Monday, 
however, if a satisfactory solution had not 
been previously reached, action would be 
had. 

All the members present professed igno- 
rance of the details of the president's nego. 
tiations, although several said the presi- 
dent assured them if successful he thought 
they would be satisfactory, While these dif- 
ferent reports were made to the conference 
they were unofficial and the conference de- 
cided at last to appoint a committee of 
eleven to wait upon the president tomor- 
row and explain their views of the situa- 
tion, the committee to report at a meeting 
to be heid tomorrow night.

cHARP HAD ANOTHER 


He Courted Miss Miller and 
Her in Disguise. 


HER FATHER CAUGHT ON LA 
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And Chased His Son-in-Law 


Charleston, Where He Had Him 
Putin Jail for Early Trial. 


Charleston, 8. C., March 30.—(Special.)— 
A sensational bigamy case came to a head 
here today. Dr. J. L. Miller, a prominent 
physician of Fitzgerald, Ga, arrived in 
Charleston last night and swore outa war- 
rant for the arrest.of Hunter Sharp, alias 
W. Clarence Wilson, his son-in-law. Sharp 
was married to Miss Dessie Miller in Fitz- 
gerald on February 3d, by Rev, A. Milling- 
ton. The marriage was with the full con- 
sent of Dr. Miller. Shortly afterwards he 
received an anonymous jetter telling him 
that Wilson had a wife and child in 
Charleston. He began an investigation 
with the result that Wilson is now in jail, 
and will be prosecuted. 

Wilson lived with the Millers up to @ 
week ago, when he suspected that his 
double role had been discovered. 

He told his wife that they would have 
to leave and she walked with him to Tif- 
ton. From there they went to Macon and 
stopped at the Brown house, Last night 
they arrived here. Wilson took his wife 
to’ one hotel and he went to another. A 
woman at the hotel told Mrs. Wilson that 
her husband had another wife. When she 
asked him about it this morning he struck 
her over the face with his fist and threat- 
ened her otherwise if she repeated the 
story. 

Dr. Miller spied Wilson on the street this 
morning and chased him three blocks. He 
was later arrested. Wilson's first wife, 
who is Mrs. Sharp, saw Dr. Miller tonight 
and begged him not to prosecute her hus- 
band. Mrs. Wilson No. 2 is shocked at 
her discovery. Her husband has been 
known here all along as Sharp. Other 
wives may turn up. Miss Miller was sent 
here last fall to have her eyes treated. 
Sharp met her ang afterwards visited her 
at Fitzgerald, where he was married. Dr. 
Miller and his daughter will return home 
tomorrow. Sharp, alias Wilson, will re- 
main in jail for trial.

FUNERAL OF LIEUT. JENKINS. 


Bells Tolled, Minute Guns Fired and 
Muffled Drums Beat. 

Pittsburg. March 30.—The cities of Pitts- 
burg and Allegheny united today in a loyal 
and patriotic spirit and paid the highest 
civic and military honors to the remains 
of Lieutenant Friend W. Jenkins, who per- 
ished on the United States battleship 
Maine. The public funeral accorded Lieu- 
tenant Jenkins’s remains was not a loeal 
matter merely, dictated by the motives of 
local pride in a son of this community; it 
was a nationa) affair and was the first out- 
pouring of the sentiment of the people, for 
this was the first funeral of a victim of 
the Maine that has taken place on Ameri- 
can soil north of Key West, and Lieuten- 
ant Jenkins was the most prominent Amer- 
ican of all the 268 victims. 

From the time of the arrival of the body 
in Pittsburg, at 6:05 o’clock this morning, 
until the volley of musketry over the grave 
in Uniondale cemetery, Allegheny, the man- 
ifestations of mourning and patriotism 
were marked in the twu citles.

Cochran, Ga., March 90.—(Special Staff 
Correspondence.)—~Although he incorporated 
briefly all the material points of his former 
speeches, Senator Robert L. Berner de- 
voted most of the time he spent on the 
platform here today to a vigorous and 
spirited response to Colonel Allen D. 
Candler’s opening campaign address at 
Rome, and to Judge Spencer R. Atkinson’s 
frequently repeated demand to know how 
he stands and has stood on the money 
question. He answered both at some 
length, and if the applause of the crowd is 
to be taken as evidence, he did so to the 
satisfaction, if somewhat to the surprise, 
of his hearers. As an effective political 
utterance from the stump, viewed in this 
light, it went away beyond even his suc- 
sessful inaugural effort at Monticello three 
Weeks ago. 

The meeting was held in Taylor’s hall, 
and although the mercury has been bub- 
bling in the thermometer all day, there 
were no vacant seats when Colonel George 
Bright tntroduced the senator as ‘‘a loyal 
democrat with a clean record and a clear 
conscience.’* The speaker was in good 
voice, and from the beginning won the 
interest and attention of his audience, 
whose applause followed him in intermittent 
and occasionally violent gusts. He began 
as usual, by speaking of his long, unsel- 
fish and unrewarded services for his party, 
and repeated his familiar declaration that 
he had no shgewd politicians and no great 
daily papers ‘working for him, and no 
“palatial headquarters” in Atlanta in 
“luxurious Kimball house,’’ or in “that 
magnificent specimen of architecture, the 
Equitable building, which reaches upward 
until its glorious keights almost kiss the 
sun-lit clouds of heaven.”’ The senator al- 
ways makes a telling point of these gor- 
geous headquarters of his opponents, and 
it never fails to arouse his hearers. 

As to Personal Appearance. 

The senator said that from reading the 
reports of their speeches, both Colonel 
Candler and Judge Atkinson seemed to be 
laboring under the impression that he was 
running for governor on his personal ap- 
pearance. He said that the judge had 
started in to discuss the issue of tax ex- 
emption, but that he had drupped it like 
a hot potato when he got out before the 
people, and was now devoting himself to 
his (Berner’s) good looks. He said that 
Candler, in the beginning, had talked a 
good deal about what should be done to 
reduce the tax rate, but that he had finally 


admitted he didn’t know how to do it and 


had begun to refer to “handsome Bob” 
with a view to making the Berner physi- 
ognomy an issue in the contest. 

“But,” sald the senator, amid general 
hilarity, “I’m not a’ candidate for gover- 
nor on my homeliness. If the former were 
the case, Judge Atkinson would beat me 
easily, and if the latter were the case, I 
would distance Colonel Candler so bad he 
never would be heard of. Thedssue, how- 
ever, is not a personal one. We are all 
good democrats, and in this campaign I 
propose to 60 conduct myself that paminer 
of my two distinguished opponents wilt 
have any mud to wash off themselves after 
election day that I threw at them. I pro- 
pose so to conduct myself that if I am 
defeated for the nomination I can take the 
stump the next day in the interest of the 
man who defeats mé. And all I ask of 
them is that, should fortune smile on me. 
they be prepared honestly to take the 
same course. I repeat that we are all 
democrats.” 

| His Record on Finance. 

Then the senator took up the question of 
*hnis record on the money question, and in- 
troduced it by saying that Judge Atkinson 
had been industriously asking h:m to do so 
during the past few days. He declared 
that his views as to silver were well known 
to the people of Georgia, because they 
had always been the views of his party, 
and he had defended them in many a hard- 
fought political batile. He said nak when

Also during the campaign of 1892, when 
he said he had denounced the money pow- 
er with ail the venom his tongue could 
command,’’ he had written a letter in which 
he declared: 


WG, am in favor of a currency sound in 
aracter, but amply suffic‘ent for all the 
varying wants.of commerce. I am in favor 
of a currency absolutely free from the 
control of speculation and monopoly. 


Following aiong his political career fur- 
ther the senator declared that, as chair- 
man of the committee on resolutions in the 
democratic state convention of 1894, he had 
written the platform on which Hon. W. Y. 
Atkinson was elected governor and which 
mildly dodged the gilver issue. At that 
time he says he did not have in mind nor 
did he favor the arbitrary ratio of 16 to 1. 
He said that he had told the populists then 
that the only difference between them and 
the democrats was that they favored the 
ratio of 16 to 1, while for him any rate 
from 100 to 1 down would suit so long as 
congress would let the people have the 
money. He concluded his silver talk by 
repeating his familiar eulogy of the silver 
dollar. Holding one of those bright coins 
in his hand, he pointed out its design, and 
asked:

There were lots of cheers, but no direct 
answer to the interrogation, and then the 
senator referred to the second of Judge 
Atkinson's questions, which the judge pre- 
sented at Knoxville in the form of an invi- 
tation to Mr. Berner to assail the gold 
trust, which the judge referred to as the 
father of all the other trusts which the 
senator has been so briskly attacking since 
he announcei his candidacy. The speaker 
asked who the head of the gold trust was 
and replied by naming J. Pierpont Morgan. 
He asked who the head of the railroad 
trust was which most vitally concerned the 
interests of the people of Georgia, and he 
replied by naming J. Pierpont Morgan 
again. Then he reminded his hearers of the 
decided stand he had taken as to the rail- 
roads in every utterance he had made dur- 
ing the campaign and declared: 

“Iam not running for congress now, and 
I couldn’t touch the gold trust if I want- 
ed to But I am running for governor, 
and so help me God, if I am elected I will 
see that J. Pierpont Morgan lives up to 
the constitution of Georgia so far 
can reach him in Georgia. I will deal with 
him here. And later, if by the grace of the 
good people of the sixth congressional dis- 
trict I am ever sent to Washington, I 
want to say now—and I want to say it to 
my good friend Spencer—that if he will 
come up there he will see me dealing with 
J. Pierpont Morgan as a national money 
factor. I wouldn'tt wreck the railroads or 
anything else, but I would see that the 
railroads didn’t wreck the constitution.”’ 

Corporations and Politics. 

As to the corporations, the senator said 
that Colonel Candler had already clinched 
upon the Berner platform in his Rome 
speech, and that he proposed ‘‘to draw 
Spencer on it, too, or make him turn traitor 
to the constitution of the state.’”’” He said 
Judge Atkinson had announced for gover- 
nor with the declaration that he would tell 
the people later what his principles were, 
but that the people had waited in vain to 
see where he would “light on the corpora- 
tion question.’”’ When his opponents said 
that they would not bother the corpora- 
tions as long as they behaved themselves, 
they only said they agreed with him. Can- 
dier had already gone further, and said 
that he would support and enforce the 
constitution if elected,but Atkinson was still 
silent as to his intentions. He said he pro- 
posed to ask Atkinson where he stood un- 
til the latter consented to answer him. 

But, while he was glad to wélcome Can- 
dler on his platform, he said that the colo- 
nel was surrounded and hedged in by all 
sorts of powerful corporation influences.

A Celered Woman Who Parts with Her 
Morey Too Freely. 


THE VILLAIN WILL BE PUNISHED

THE GUS FAMBLES CASE COMES UP AGAIN

Constitution Bureau, Brown House, Ma- 
ron, Ga., March 30.—(Special.)—There was 
an jnteresting case in the recorder’s court 
today. A colored woman ‘named Rachel 
Lampkin was arraigned on a charge of 
disorderly conduct preferred by a negro 
hackman named Eugene Holmes. 

About one month ago the woman was 
arraigned on a similar charge and this 
time Eugene Holmes was the complainant. 
He alleged that the woman abused him and 
annoyed him persistently without cause. 
The recorder sentenced her to the chain- 
gang for thirty days. At the same time he 
fined her $25 for contempt of court or tnir- 
ty days in the city prison, for quarreling 
with Holmes in court, Ifer sentence on the 
gang expired a few days ago and this 
morning Holmes had her arraigned again 
before the recorder. The evidence before 
the recorder this morning was to the ef- 
fect that the woman _has been badly mal- 
treated by Holmes. Tt is charged that he 
ekipped from Milledgeville last July leav- 
ing a wife and three children, came to 
Macon, and induced Rachel Lampkin to 
come with him, under false promises that 
he would get a divorce and marry her. She 
had some property and it is said Holmes 
has got from her quite a sum of money. 
perhaps as much as $300. He also took pos- 
session of a hack and horse bought with 
her money and has pawned quite a lot of 
her effects. Then he attempted to cast her 
aside by having her arrested on the charge 
of disorderly conduct. When Recorder 
Freeman heard this evidence he dismissed 
the case against the woman and suspended 
the former sentence for contempt of court, 
and ordered Holmes to be lacked vp pend- 
ing the arrival of the woman’s son-in-law 
from Augusta, who intends to’ prosecute 
Holmes. The woman is aged and non 
compos mentis, having been some time 
ago entrusted by the court to the care of 
her. son-in-law, but she was enticed from 
home by Holmes. Holmes, by deception, 
got her to make to him a bill of sale to 
some of her property. Attorney Hope 
Polhill will represent her in future court 
proceedings for the recovery of her prop- 
erty. Though Holmes has secured so much 
of her property he would not pay the fine 


chajingang during the past thirty days. 
The recorder expressed regret this morning 
that the evidence of today was not brought 
out at the first trial of Rachel Lampkin.

| Engineer Charles H. Elliott Met Death 
Yesterday in a Wreck.

NONE OTHERS’ WERE INJURED 


The Wreck Occurred in the Early 
Morning Near Adairsville, on the 
Western and Atlantic Road. 


The remains of Engineer Charles F. E!- 
liott, of train No. 10 of the Western and 
Atlantic, which collided with southbound 
freight No. 18, one mile this side of Ada‘rs- 
ville yesterday morning at 3:52 o'clock, 
reached this city last night at 10:25 o’clock, 
over the Western and Atiantic. 

Fireman Charles H. Elliott, who was on 
the train with his father at the time of the 
wreck, arrived with the remains, and went 
direct to his home, 98 West Peachtree street, 
where he told the story of the wreck to his 
parents and sisters. _ 

It is said the wreck was caused by the 
misreading of the time cand of freight No. 
18 by Engineer Elliott, of No. 10% He left 
the city Tuesday night with Conductor C. 
T. L. Hickman, and his son, Charlies H. 
Elliott. They pulled out of the city, it 1s 
said, an hour and fifty minutes late, and 
were running on fast time in order to reach 
Adairsville at 3:32 a. m., the regular sched- 
ule time. 

While going down a grade one and one- 
half miles this side of that poinf, Engineer 
Elliott saw a train running slowly toward 
him. He reversed his throttle and started 
to jump, but before he could do so was 
knocked from the train. His son, Fireman 
Elliott, had already leaped from the engine, 
calling at the same time to his father to 
do likewise. 

After the collision it was found that En- 
gineer D. W. McDade, of the southbound 
freight, and Fireman Elliott, of the north- 
bound freight, were both slightly bruised. 
Fireman R. B. Rhodes and Conductor T. 
Y. Whitehead, of the southbound No. 18, 
Were uninjured, as was also Conductor Hick- 
man, of No. 10. 

Engineer Elliott, of No. 10, was found 
under a pile of debris, with both legs and his 
neck broken. He had also received several 
cuts on the head and body. He had been 
connected with the Western and Atlantic 
railroad for over twelve years, and was 
regarded as a faithful employee. 

He came to this city from Richmond, Va., 
almost fifteen years ago. He married Miss 
Laura J. Turner, sister of Patrolman Wil- 
liam Turner, and half sister of Sheriff J. J. 
Nelms. His wife and four children survive 
Mr. Elliott. They are Charles Hl. Elliott, 
J. B. Elliott, Miss Beulah Elliott and Miss 
Laura Elliott. 

The relatives of Mr. Elliott residing in 
other states have been notified of the acci- 
dent, and it is necessary to hear from them 
before announcing the time of the funeral.

MAJOR SMYTH AN INVENTOR 


Atlanta’s Postmaster Has Invented 
Equipments for the Office. 


MANY ‘IMPROVEMENTS MADE 


wre ee 


The Stamping Machines Formerly 
Used Have Been Abolished for 
Another Kind. 


As an inventor Postmaster W. H. Smyth 
is taking first rank. Several of his newest 
inventions ave recently been introduced 
into the Py st and only yvesterday he 
placed two entirely new products of his 


work in the office. 

Method and system are absolutely es- 
sential in operating a big postoffice and 
everything must move with machine-like 
regularity. To secure this end the new 
postmaster is inaugurating many ideas 
and inventions and since he has been in 
office he has made numberless improve- 
ments in the equipment of the office. 

The first invention of the postmaster was 
a small trough into which the letters could 
be assorted and thrown so as to drop into 
their respective boxes and drawers without 
the clerks being reduced to the necessity 
of pulling out the drawers and stooping 
over to put in the letters. This invention 
was entirely successful and the troughs 
at the back of the drawers and boxes are 
proving more than satisfactory. The post- 
master announced yesterday that he would 
equip the entire office with the invention. 

Another very important change was one 
which greatly facilitates the distribution 
of mail at the general delivery window. 
Before Major Smyth took charge of the 
office the pigeon holes for the general de- 
livery letters were so arranged that in 
some cases one pigeon hole had to serve 
for several initials. This necessjtated con- 
siderable delay in finding a man’s mail, 
so the postmaster arranged the cases so 
that the letters can be handed out as soon 
as the name of the one addressed is called 
at the window. If John Smith wants his 
mail he goes to the window and calls,out 
his name. There is a pigeon hole for 
Smith and John’s mail is immediately hand- 
ed out without the necessity of searching 
through a bundle of letters the addresses 
of which all begin with 5S. 

Yesterday Major Smyth had his latest in- 
vention in service. This is a simple, but 
useful device to protect the ink pads of 
the letter stamps from the dust whichis so 
thick in the office. It also combines with 
this a rack for the stamp and the arrange- 
ment is so convenient that the stamping 
clerk has no trouble at all in his work 
and is no longer bothered with an ink pad 
covered with a thick layer of dust. The 
letters received here are always stamped 
by fand and fhe postmaster’s invention 
is very useful to the man who has the 
stamping to do. 

The stamping machines which have been 
used by the postoffice have been abolished 
and now only one machine at work. 
This machine is to stamp the letters mailed 
in Atlanta. It costs much less than those 
formerly used.

REDDING HELD 
FOR CLARK MURDER 


Corener’s Jury Returns a Verdict Charg- 
ing Him with Killing Clark. 


THE EVIDENCE IS VERY STRONG 


Many Witnesses Testify and Evidence 
Points Toward Him. 


LULA AKIN 1S ALSO HELD AS ACCESSORY 


Jury Names Her as an Accessory Be- 
fore the Act—Warrant Will Be 
Sworn Out Today. 


concluded the inquest: in the case of 

Marcus Clark, the young white man 
who was assassinated at the house of Sa- 
vannah Brown at 42 Yonge street, March 
20th, and returned a verdict charging Will 
Redding, a negro man, with having fired 
the fatal shot. 

Redding is locked up at the station house 
and a warrant will be sworn out against 
him this morning charging him with mur- 
der. Lula Akin, who is named as Redding’s 
accessory before the act, is also held at the 
police barracks. 

The coroner’s jury held its third and final 
session at the police barracks yesterday 
afternoon and examined the remaining wit- 
nesses. The evidence brought before them, 
while it is only circumstantial, is very 
strong against Redding, and the verdict 
rendered is for the purpose of holding him 
for an investigation by the higher courts. 

The verdict found by Coroner Stamps 
and his jury is as follows: 

“Georgia, Fulton County, March 30, 1898.— 


To coroner’s jury vesterday afternoon 


| We, the jury, duly impaneled and sworn by 


J. R. Stamps, corner, to inquire into the 
cause of the death of Marcus Clark, find 
from the evidence adduced and the finding 
of the county physician, that the deceased 
came to his death from a gunshot wound 
in the hands of Will Redding, and we fur- 
ther find Lula Akin an accessory before 
the act. We also find the same to be mur- 
der. W. M. MONCRIEF, Foreman Jury.’’ 


It is understood that at first a number of 
the jury disagreed with this verdict, not 
belleving the evidence strong enough to 
charge Redding with murder. The verdict 
was finally agreed on and the jury was 
dismissed. 

The Evidence Against Redding. 

A number of witnesses gave very damag- 
ing evidence against Redding, aura one of 
the features was the difference in the story 
told by him and the one told by Lula 
Akin, the woman who was with him in the 
room next to the one in- which Clark was 
killed. 

The woman says Redding was sitting in 
the door when Clark went to Savannah 
Brown’s room, while Redding claims to 
have been on the bed asleep. 

Sallie Wyatt testified to the jury that she 
had walked up Auburn avenue with Red- 
ding about sundown on the evening of the 
killing. Redding claims to have been asleep 
at that time. The deviation in these stories 
was taken by the jury to be very signifi- 
cant. 

Reddine’s statement is to the effect that 

he was asleep in Lula Akin’s #oom until 
the shot was fired. He says this woke 
him and the noise of Savannah Brown 
pounding on the door connecting the two 
rooms caused him to go out. 
Brown testified that as soon 
as the shot was fired she heard some .one 
run around the house and enter the ad- 
joining room. Redding was arrested in 
this room a few minutes later. 

Sallie Wyatt, who said she was walking 
with Redding during the afternoon, said 
he told her he intended to kill some fellow 
that day. He made other significant fre- 
marks, it is said. 

When Call Officer Crusselle and Patrol- 
man Stallings arrested Redding he was 
in the room next to the one in which Clark 
had been killed. An examination of his 
pistol disclosed the fact that it had just 
recently been fired. The caliber of the gun 
was thirty-two, the same size as the bul- 
let which plowed its Way into Clark's 
head. 

Redding was released a day or two after 
his arrest, but when the coroner began the 
inquest the evidence took such an unex- 
pected turn that he ordered Redding held. 
Up to the time of the first session of the 
coroner’s jury Redding had not been sus- 
pected of the crime. 

It is believed by the detectives now that 
they will be able to fix the guilt on Red- 
ding. It is said that a great amount of 
strong and conclusive evidence will be pre- 
sented to the court on the trial of the 
case,

MR. JOE JACOBS TALES OF IT 


Says It Is Not an Organization of 
Druggists Making the Fight, but 
His Company Alone. 


The bill for injunction filed yesterdav by 
the Jacobs’ Pharmacy Company, asking 
that the city be restrained from enforcing 
the ordinance prohiibting druggists selling 
liquor, will be fought by the city. 

Dr. Joseph Jacobs Said yesterday that it 

was not an organization of druggists that 
Vas making the fight, but the Jacobs’ 
Pharmacy Company aione. He said: 
* “In reterence to the injunction granted 
yesterday by Judge Newman resicaining 
the city from carrying into elect the ordi- 
nance prohiviting woisKky to be suid ia con- 
nection with drugs, | wish to say: 

“1. The bill was b-rcugat by Jacobs’ Phar- 
macy Company, ani not by eny associution 
Of druggisis, nor by any concerted acuon 
on the part of the druggists. 

“2. While it may be true, and no doubt is, 
that several] druggists violated the law rel- 
ative to the gale of liquors, it was the duty 
of the city authorities to punish these drug- 
gists, and to have revoked their liquor }li- 
cenSe and, if necessary, their drug license. 

“3. Jacobs’ Pharmacy Company has been 
doing a legitimate liquor tratfic for a num- 
ber of years, catering chiefly to family 
trade; has observed all the laws, paid all 
the licenses, and with some fifty or more 
envious druggists on the one side watching 
them, and equally that number of liquor 
men, who doubtiess stand closer to the de- 
tective department than any other set of 
men, they have managed in their long eca- 
reer never to have been fined in any court 
for illegitimate sale or handling of liquors. 
In this time, it is true that two cases have 
been made, both of which were promptly 
dismissed when brought befqre the reecord- 
er, and in one case the party who was to 
be the chief witness for the state econ- 
fessed that he was a perjurer and was paid 
by the detectives to make the case, 

"4. We wish to particularly stress the fact 
that there are about sixty retail drug es- 
tablishments jn Atlanta, among which are 
to be found some.of the best citizens in 
the city or state. A few of them took out 
liquor license, and probably among this 
number one-or two evaded the law. Tt is 
also more than probable that one or more 
druggists who had no Ucense at all were 
violating the law, but it was the duty of 
the city to ferret out and punish the offend- 
ers and not to single out the drug. profes- 
sion and enact a law classifying druggists 


as disreputable citizens.

The Celebrated Cowan Case Figured There 
Yesterday Morning. 


WAS A NATIONAL SENSATION 


Five Well-Known Atlanta Men Were 
Involved. 


S. MARKS IS FREED FROM THE CHARGE 


He Was One of the Defendants. 
Cowan Compromised His Case 
While He Was a Fugitive. 


HE celebrated Cowan conspiracy case, 
involving five well-known Atlanta men 
and which at one time was a national 
sensation, was again aired in the United 
States court here yesterday. Another one 
of the alleged conspirators was allowed to 
go free upon the payment of a sum of 
money and the number of defendants in the 
cas® was reduced to twq C. P. Johnson 
and W. S. Paris: 

Cowan, the principal in the famous case, 
has died sinee it was last in the courts, and 
now the five living parties are D. C. Loeb, 
Joseph Fuld, S. Marks, C. P. Johnson and 
W. S. Paris. <All of these men have been 
prominent in Atlanta as liquor merchants. 

Several years have passed since ‘the five 
men, together with J. L. Cowan, were 
charged with conspiracy. It was alleged 
that the six men had entered into a huge 
scheme to defraud the government out of 
thousands of dollars. The government offi- 
cialis charged that this scheme was success- 
4ul up to the time of its discovery. Cowan 
was a South Carolina wholesale whisky 
dealer and had a large trade here. He sold 
whisky to a large mumber of the local 
dealers and among his patrons were the 
five merchants named. 

The plot of the alleged conspirators was, 
according to the government officials, to 
have Cowan send his whisky to the Atlanta 
merchants and they were to empty the 
barrel and return them to Cowan with the 
stamps of the internal revenue department 
intact. Cowan was then to refill the bar- 
reis and ship them -back, when the game 
performance was to be repeated time after 
time, in this way saving the enormous 
whisky tax. 

The law requires that the revenue stamps 
Shall be seraped off all barrels and 
containing whisky and this plan was a 
flagrant violation of the law. One large 
ehipment of whisky was seized by the reve- 
nue officials and the charge of conspiracy 
entered ag&inst the merchants. This was 
four years ago. Every one of the defend- 
ants had influential friends and they man- 
aged to @ave their cases postponed from 
time to time. 

The case against Cowan was, of course, 
the most serious as it was thought that 
he had been defrauding the government 
in this way for years. But Cowan had 
friends who went to Washington and work- 
ed to save him from punishment. The gov- 
ernor of South Carolina and one of the 
estate senators interested themselves to a 
great extent and finally persuaded the 
revenue officials in Washington to allow 
the case against Cowan to be compromised. 
This was hard fought by some and it was 
then that the case was brought before the 
whole nation, 

Cowan was at large when the efforts for 
a compromise were being made and it was 
a violation of every practice and law of 
the government to offer terms to a man 
Who was an outiaw. There had never been 
an instance where terms were made with 
the defendant a fugitive from justice and 
this fact created unusual interest. But 
Cowan's strong influence prevailed and he 
was allowed to compromise the case, which 
was a surprise tv the court officials of the 
entire country. 

Another surprise was given when it was 
announced that Cowan could go free from 
the charge by paying small sum of 
$300. He did this readily and was allowed 
to return to his home. Shortly afterwards 
he died. The action of government 
offictals nettled the offlei: ;

officers. 

When seen last night Mr. Briley was 
feeling very bad and was tired from his 
trip. He said the first he heard of the 
murder of his parents was when he reed 
an account of the tragedy in a Constitu- 
tion Tuesday afternoon at Guntersville, 
Ala. He immediately made arrangements 
to come to Atlanta. 

Mr. Briley said he had not visited his 
parents in a number of years and was not 
familiar with their personal matters. He | 
did not know whether or not they had any 
great amount of money. 

“I don't think I ean throw any light on 
the terrible affair,” he said. “I cannot see 
why any one should want to kill my father 
and stepmother unless it had been rumored 
that they kept large sums of money at the 
house. The news of the murder shocked 
me terribly since I had no idea that such 
a thing would happen. We recently heard 
from them. 

“I will take charge of the property and 
of the affairs of my parents and will begin 
work to aid in the capture of the mur- 
derers. I prefer not to discuss the ease 
— I know absolutely nothing about
